foi taxation at true value. 
The maximum tax rate that could 
ne levied was limited to I per cent. 
so that the increase to duplicates, 
which would come from appraising 
all property at true value, could not 
be used to provide money for ex- 
havagant purpose*. 
Expenditures by 
public officers were limited to a cer­ 
tain amount—In 1911 no more tax 
money can be raised that was pro 
duced by the levies of 1910. 
Before 
these limitations, expend­ 
itures by the state, county, municipal 
and 
township 
government 
officers 
mounted at the rate of $4,000,000 a 
.'ear 
During the past 
decade the 
population in Ohio increased 14 5 per 
cent. the tax duplicate only 35 per 
cent, while the 
amount of money 
raised for taxation mounted at the 
rate of 08 per cent. 
The people realized that the fail­ 
ure of corporations to pay their Just 
thare of taxes was the cause for the 
extra burden borne by the man of 
moderate means, but, until the pres­ 
ent administration, no executive of 
the state ever undertook to equalize 
the taxes. 
To do this it was neces­ 
sary ’o increase the property valua­ 
tion of the corporations 
Figures an- 
uo'iaced by the state tax commission 
show that in 1911 the appraisement 
of Ohio railroads for taxation had 
teen Increased from $166,469,599 in 
1910, before the Harmon tax reforms. 
to $580,000,000 
The additions to all 
public utilities aggregate $1,000,000,- 
000. while an additional $1,000,000,000 
has been added to private corpora­ 
tion property. 
In 1911 the railroads 
alone will pay $1,633,260 more taxes 
than they did in 1910

One curious thing about the bazaars 
of Fefrsia, w rites Mrs. Mary A. C. Col- 
quhotm In the Los Angeles Times, la 
the fact th at all the shops of one kind 
are grouped together, and so we s& ok 
of the “cloth bazaar,” the “hat ba 
znar,” the “shoe bazaar.” 
There are 
both wholesale and retail shops, but 
there are no departm ent stores as in 
America, nor is there such a thing as 
a general grocery or dry goods store. 
One grocer keeps spices only, an­ 
other tea. Coffee, sugar, etc.; one dry 
goods m erchant will sell you muslin, 
another broadcloth, another silk. There 
are no large m anufactories in Persia. 
it Is common to have a small factory 
and a shop together or side by side. 
All the metal utensils used in the ^ 
country are made of either brass or 
copper. These substances are hammer- { 
ed into shope. 
A stroll through the ba­ 
zaar where this work is going on gives 
one the impression th at pandemonium 
has broken loose. 
Different kinds of bread are m ade in 
the bazaar. 
One kind which is espe­ 
cially liked by the people and which 
can be obtained fresh at almost every 
hour of the day is called “non i-san- 
gak,“ literally little stone bread. 
It is 
inn de by pouring the dough on very 
hot lobbies, which bake it quickly and 
give It a crisp crust. 
Of course It Is 
thin, not more than a quarter of an 
inch In thickness. 
The sheet is about 
H foot and a half wide by tw o and a 
half long. 
Near the bazaar where this bread Is 
baked you will usually find a place 
where m utton chops are being cooked 
on skewers over a charcoal fire. 
Any 
ne desiring a lunch will buy from the 
baker a sheet of the thin, crisp, fresh­ 
ly baked bread, then a few “kabobs.” 
as the chops are called. 
W rapping the 
chops in the bread, he will proceed on 
his way. eating his lunch as ho g»*es. 
As you walk through the bazaars or 
stand to examine or purchase goods, 
especially lf you are a foreigner, you 
m ust expect to be Jostled, not only by 
crowds of curious pedestrians, but also 
by caravans of horses and donkeys aud 
even of vicious camels. 
You will per­ 
haps have to w alt also for the t^iop- 
keeper to finish his prayer. 
Foreigners usually go to the bazaars 
not to purchase things, but to sin- orien­ 
tal life, and iii the bazaars are to be 
seen many interesting phases of i t 
When you really wish to buy some­ 
thing you will find the peddler, th at su­ 
preme nuisance of America, your best 
friend. 
Ile will bring to your door 
anything that you wish to see and give 
yuu all the time that you desire in 
which to exam ine it. 
You m utt ueeds be a haggler to deal 
with any m en bant In Persia, but usu­ 
ally you can m ake a better bargain in 
the quiet of your own home than you 
can make lo the bazaar. 
Save for one mouth in the year the 
bazaars, eveu in the capital of 350.(100 
people, are never open at n ig h t 
D ur­ 
ing the m onth when the Persians fast 
ail day it is custom ary to do some m ar­ 
keting. some business arni much visit­ 
ing at n ig h t 
Then the food bazaars, 
tea shops and so forth are open. 
Pe­ 
destrians with huge lanterns of oiled 
paper and people in carriages give an 
appearance of life and gayety to the 
streets which is quite unknown at oth­ 
er times. 
Many occupations which in western 
lands ore carried on in shops are in 
Persia carried on in the open air. This 
Is due partly to the poverty of the peo­ 
ple, partly to the warm ness of the cli­ 
mate. partly to the fact that the P er­ 
sian Is pre-eminently u social being 
aud--w ith the exception of his dom es­ 
tic life, which is lived iu great seclu­ 
sion behind high walls—he likes to Pe 
with his fellow men. 
The barber, for example, seldom has 
a shop and never really needs one. At 
any street corner you are likely to 
stum ble over a man sitting oil a ledge 
of the wall and being shaved or having 
his hair c u t 
It is your one opportuni­ 
ty for seeing a luau with his but off, 
but us you look at his tonsured pate 
you do not regret that your opportuni­ 
ties in this direction are limited 
The only things that are free in Per­ 
sia are air and sunshine. 
W ater—not 
only in the cities, but every where—is 
one of the most expensive commodities 
aud one of the most ditlicult tu obtain.
